Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF ELDER AFFAIRS. There is
appropriated from the general fund of the state to the
department of elder affairs for the fiscal year beginning July
1, 2006, and ending June 30, 2007, the following amount, or so
much thereof as is necessary, to be used for the purposes
designated:

IT funds are received from the United States department of
veterans affairs for the establishment and operation of a
veterans cemetery in this state, a portion of those funds, not
to exceed $500,000, is appropriated to and shall be deposited
in the veterans trust fund established iIn section 35A.13,
subject to the requirements of this section and consistent
with any federal requirements associated with such funds. The
portion deposited in the veterans trust fund shall be equal to
moneys expended for the establishment and operation of a
veterans cemetery from moneys appropriated for that purpose
pursuant to 2004 lowa Acts, chapter 1175, section 288,
subsection 16.



Sec. 72. SINGLE POINT OF ENTRY LONG=TERM LIVING SYSTEM

INTERIM STUDY COMMITTEE. The legislative council is requested

to establish an interim studK committee to make
recommendations for establishing a single point of entry to
the long=term living system. The membership of the interim
study committee shall include four members of the senate,
three members of the house of representatives, and not more
than four members of the public. The study committee shall
report its findings and recommendations, including
recommendations for coordinating state efforts to provide
access to informational and educational resources to assist

individuals in making informed choices to address their long=

term living needs and recommendations for funding the single
point of entry, to the general assembly for consideration
during the 2007 Legislative Session.
